When  in  bloom  there  is  nothing  visible  but  the  blossoms,  which  are  a 
rich,  purplish-red.  It  is  such  a  brilliant  display  of  flowering  beauty 
in  mid-summer  that  visitors  to  our  nursery  from  far  and  near  have 
been  amazed  at  its  superb  beauty  and  have  been  unstinted  in  their 
praise.  It  is  hardy  and  grows  about  eighteen  inches  tall.  As  in  the 
case  of  the  Darley  Heath  and  Irish  Bell  Heather,  we  cannot  say  too 
much  for  this  matchless  gem  of  the  garden.  Its  blooms  are  especially 
welcome,  coming  at  a  season  when  there  is  but  little  competition  in 
blossoming  shrubs.
